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Applicant's after-final amendments are not in compliance with revised 37 CFR 1.121, which is required as of July 30, 2003. More 
specifically. Applicant has not submitted the amended abstract on a separate sheet of paper, as is required by 37 CFR 1.72. In addition, 
double brackets must be used to denote deleted text when the deletions are not easily perceived with strikethrough. The examiner 
asserts that the deletion of the letters "e" and "r" in "counter" is not easily perceived, as the strike overlaps with the horizontal portions of 
the letters "e" and "r".
